VENEZUELA, 
ICTORY SMILES 
ON REVOLUTIONISTS. 


WILLEMSTAD (Island of Curacao) 
Sept. 17—{By South American Cable.) 
ident Castro of Venezuela has re- 
ated from Occumare before the ad- 
vance of the revolutionists. The Vene- 
guelan government's situation is criti- 
cal. 

Recent advices received from Vene- 
guela confirm the dispatches of the As- 
sociated Press from Willemstad of Fri- 
day, September 12.—The battle which, 
as then announced, began September 
11 in the vicinity of Tinaquillo, between 
about 4000 revolutionists under the com- 
mand of Mendoza, Batilla and Rivera 
and government forces of about the 
game strength, led by the Venezuelan 
Minister of War, Gen. Garrido, resulted 


and not in a victory for the latter, as 
announced in a dispatch from Torres 
Cardenas, secretary to President Cas- 
tro, which set forth that Gen. Men- 
doza’s army had been annihilated Sep- 
tember 8 near Tinaqulillo. 

The engagement of that date, as 

cabled from here September 12, was 
only an advance guard fight of no im- 
portance. The real battle began Sep- 
tember 11, and lasted four days, after 
which Gen. Garrido retreated on Va- 
lencia, and eventually entered that city 
on September 15 with about 1200 men, 
leaving the road clear for the further 
advance on Caracas for the revolution- 
ary army. 0 
The only other government force in 
the field is the one which is under the 
personal command of President Castro, 
which a few days ago was near Occu- 
mare. The President later abandoned 
bis position before the advance of the 
revolutionists, who occupied Occumare. 
The President retreated to Guyaba, 
about four hours’ march from Caracas. 
According to report, the President 
intends to move his army to a point 
near Valencia. join forces with the 
troops under Gen. Garrido, and attack 
the revolutionary army commanded by 
Mendoza. 
From all points are reported deser- 
tions of government soldiers to the 
ranks of the revoilutionists, and the 
general impression in Venezuela is 
that the last important incident of the 
revolution is approaching.

DID NOT BEAT HIS RECORD. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.} 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17.—Cres- 
ceus. the world’s champion trotter, 
twice tried to break his own record of 
2:02% at the Belmont Driving Park to- 


attempt, the great stallion made the 
mile in 2:08, and his time in the sec- 
ond trial about 2:05.

HE WHITE HOUSE STRIKE. 

Yesterday morning’s dispatch told 
of a strike of “organized” painters, 
decorators and paper-hangers engaged 
in repairing the interior of the White 
House at Washington. The afternoon 
dispatches recorded the weak yieldir7 
of the contractors having the work in 
charge to the unjust demands of the 
strikers. The story of the morning. 
and evening dispatches would con- 
stitute an amusing and Iiudicrous 
farce-comedietta, were it not for the 
seriousness and significance of the is- 
sue underlying it. The strike on the 
White House job was but one of 
thousands of similar strikes which are 
of daily occufrence in some part of 
the country, ordered by irresponsible 
and conscienceless “business agents” 
upon the slightest, the most ridiculous, 
the least defensible of pretexts. 

In the White House strike there 
was no dissatisfaction on the part of 
the strikers with the hours of labor, 
the wages paid. or.any other of the 
terms of employment. No question of 
“recognition of the union” was in- 
volved. The sole “grievance” of the 
strikers was that four men belonging 
to a union not “affiliated” with the un- 
ion to which the strikers belonged were 
employed on the contract. The four 
men objected to were union men, like 
the strikers, but did not belong to 
the particular organizetion supported 
by the painters, decorators and paper- 
hangers who walked out. 

How long is this kind of child’s 
play to continue? Such methods, pur- 
sued without regard to justice or 
common sense, serve to bring organ- 
ized labor“ into disrepute, and to 
alienste public sympathy from these 
professed representatives of labor. 
The time will not be far in the fu- 
ture, if such tactics are continued, 
when employers of labor win pe 
forced to unite in an agreement not 
to employ. members of labor unions 
under any circumstances, 

More than 75 per cent. of the wage- 
earners in the United States are stin 
independent of union dictation. The 
proportion of independent workmen is 
likely to increase as the demands of 


agitators and strike-fomentors become 
more arbitrary, for self-respecting 
workmen will refuse, in increasing 


ratio, to lend themselves to the con- 
temptible uses which strike-organizers 
demand of their dupes. There is 
also a limit to the publie patience, 
and the “business agente” of organ- 
ized unionism are fast leading up to 
this limit.

SPECTACULAR FIRE 
IN LOCAL OIL FIELD. 


HORTLY after 11 o'clock last night 
. ™ the eastern extension of the Los An- 
geles off field lying south of Ber- 
nardo street and reaching several hun- 
dred yards toward the city, caught fire 
from a Gerrick lamp. burned four oil 
tanks, twelve derricks and three rigs, 
and made a miniature Mont Pelee of 
the sumphole into which the waste oil 
and water have been running for the 
last year. 

This is the third time that this field 
has caught fire, but up to this date 
no great damage has been done. 

The fire started at a rig owned by 
Willis Brunton, near Castelar and Ber- 
nardo streets. The well had been put in 
condition for pumping by workmen; the 
casing was down, and the men had the 
top of the derrick open completing ar- 
rangements, Gas was escaping from the 
top of the pipe, and one of the oil men 
had a derrick lamp in his hand which 
furnished light. The wind biew the 
gas in the direction of the lamp, and 
in an instant the ignited and there 
was a buret of flame from the pipe 
which ran up the derrick. 

Before the men knew what was hap- 
pening the burning gas and oll had 
made rapid headway. The derrick was 
soon enveloped and the blaze ran across 
a walking beam. Then it plunged down 
the sides of the wooden framework and 
sped down the slopes into the sump-

They were obliged to leave everything 
in order to save their lives. 

None of the other houses in the 
vicinity were ignited, and it seems a 
miracie, as the sea of burning vil 
resched to their very ds. 

Furniture was rushed out of the 
cottages surrounding the field, and 
piled at random among the high 
weeds and in the street, but the effec- 
tive work of the fire department kepi 
the flames well under control.

By 12 o'clock, however, when the 
fire had been burning for nearly an 
hour, the head of water was all that 
could be desired, and it was not fifteen

ELEMENT OF DANGER. 

The only element of uncertainty in 
his condition is jn regard th the 
symptoms. This phase of his iliness 
still indeterminate, depending upon 
the Weidall test, which is to be made 
this morning.

A BRAVE MAN. 

The most encouraging feature of the 
sick man’s condition ts his sound men- 
tal condition and uniform bravery.

HER POST OF DUTY.

MRS. KA POLLANS DIES SUD- 
DENLY AT NORMAL SCHOOL. 
— .. — 


Apoplexy Takes the Life of Popular 


and Accomplished Instructor in the 
Presence of Her Scholars—Sad Inci- 


dent of Family Neunten. 


Without giving one sign of iliness, 
Mrs. Kate Dougherty Pollans, one of 
the best-known and most capable 
teachers in the city. fell dead at her 
post of duty at the state Normal Schoo! 
at 10.30 o'clock yesterday morning. 

The tragedy was one of the most 
mysterious and shocking that ever oc- 
curred in a local school. The sudden- 
ness and unexpectedness of her taking 
off astounded and saddened her asse- 
clates, faculty and pupils alike. and 
cast a depressing gloom over the big 
educational institution. 

The death of Mrs. Pollang is made 
more pathetic and unusual because 
came but a few hours after the ar- 
rival of two relatives from the East, to 
which she had looked forward with 
much pleasure for many weeks. 

She had expected her relatives at 
noon, but was surprised by informa- 
tion by wire that they would arrive at 
7:30 a.m. She hastened to the Arcade 
deve and welcomed her guests, and 
then went to her class. 

Mrs. Pollans was critic teacher of 
the High School grade of the training 
school. As one of her classes concluded 
its recitation period she e and 
passed into the hall, where she paused 
as the scholars filed by. Without a 
word or sign, she suddenly pitched 
forward face downward onto the hard 
wooden floor, and never spoke or moved 
again. 

Other teachers rushed to her aid, and 
Dr. James H. Shultz, rofessor of 
physics and a physician of experience, 
was on hand almost instantly. Drs. 
J. H. Davisson and McClintock were 
also summoned. Everything possible 
was done to resuscitate the unconscious 
woman, but tonoavalil. In less than an 
hour life was pronounced extinct, and 
all efforts abandoned. 

The training school was then dis- 
missed for the afternoon, and the bod 
removed to her home, No. 831% Sout 
Flower street. Here were gathered her 


in Pasadena; the sister with whom she 
lived, Miss Marian Dougherty, and her 
husband's mother and brother, Mrs. I. 
N. Pollans and Dwight Pollans, just 
arrived from Chicago yesterday morn- 
ing. The news caused an indescribable 
scene of grief among the little gather- 
ing which had planned 4 winter's re- 
union in Southern California. The de- 
reaved husband was notified immedi- 
ately. He is manager of the Los An- 
geles Heating Company. 

Mrs. Pollans was 35 years old, beau- 
tiful and prepossetsing. Her intimate 
friends say they never knew her to 
have a sick day in her life, aithough 
her sister says she was subject to at- 
tacks of faintness. The physicians 
ascribe her death to apoplexy. 

Deceased was a graduate of the 
classical course in Cornell College of 
Iowa, and taught in the High School 
at her former home, Waterloo, lowa. 
She came to Los Angeles a little over 
three years ago, and entered the Nor- 
mal, graduating in the winter class of 
1901. She secured a class in the Nor- 
wood School, this city, and for two 
months last spring was assigned as 
substitute in the seventh grade at the 
Normal training school. Her work 
during this period was of such exce)l- 
lence that on a vacancy occurring in 
the ninth grade President Pierce asked 
that the city superintendent accord her 
the position. Since the opening of the 
school year she has held this position, 
winning an excellent reputation as a 
critic teacher of the highest order. 

President Pierce and her csrociates 
on the faculty yesterday paid high 
tributes to the character, ability and 
work of Mrs. Pollans 


Freezing Camphor. 


The experiment of freezing water by 
its own evapcration is more often de 
ascribed than performed, as it succeeds 
ony with an unusually good alr pump. 

A similar experiment with melted 
camphor is less impreasive in one way. 
for the temperature required to freeze 
the camphor is not very low, but the 
experiment is far more showy, can be 
exhibited to a greater number at once, 
and is very easy to perform. 

A very slight diminution of pressure 
brings the bolling point below the 
freezing point, so that if a flask or test 
tube of melted camphor be connected 
to an air pump. and but one or two 
etrokes taken, the liquir wil] boll under 
the reduced pressure, and almost im- 
mediately flash into a bulky, porous, 
solid mass, puffed up by the vapor that 
was coming off during the act of solid- 
fication. 

By heating the camphor under dimin- 
ished and varying pressure it is easy 
to change at will from sublimation to 
distillation. If a cold rod tis thrust 
down a test tube in which camphor 
is bolling, the cooler vapor in the up- 
per part of the tube condenses on the 
rod in sparkling crystals ke frost, 
while lower down the hotter vapor is 
condensing to liquid. 

In fact, camphor may be made to n. 
| lustrate, not only the appearance. but 
| the true cause of formation of frost, 

snow, etc., while. In its pleasant odor, 
it has an advantage over many sub- 
stances used in experiments of this 
kind.—[Scientific American.

NEW YORK. Sept. 17.—Speculative senti- 
ment was further improved in Wall street 
today, and prices of stocks enjoyed d- 
tional recovery. The relief of the acute um- 
eariness over the money situation by the larg: 
engagements of gold for import checked the 
liquidation in the stock market, and made 
it easier to mark up prices again. The vo- 
ume of the actual buying demand was light, 
however. and the number of Shares deal: in 
was no larger than yesterday. The move- 
ment hitherward of some N. in gold 
from various quarters gives some feeling of 
assurance that relief will be at hand when 
the coming additional requirements of cur- 
reacy by the interior will make it urgently 
needed. The nervous feeling ear.y in the wess 
was es much due to fear of this future con- 
tingency es to the then present exigency for 
money. The receipt of god which has been 
started toward thie center will be in be- 
casional percels during the next three or four 
weeks Over ee of the Australicn re- 
ceipts which arrived in San Francisco yes- 
terday were made immediately Bvailadlie to 
the local market by felegraphic transfer 
through the sub-treagury today. The one 
million dollars which started fram Ene and 
today will be available at the end of the trans- 
Atiantic vovage. Of the remainder there will 
be one parcel of §509,000, which ts not due 
to arrive in San Francisco unti] October . 
It 1 be seen, therefore, that there is no 
act present reitet from the present process 
of depletion of New York bank reserves. 
The anticipatory payment of government in- 
terest does not keep pace with the transfers 
of currency to the tmeterior through the sub- 
treasury, which again amounted today to 
over half a million dollars, of Which about 
two-thirds went to New Orleans and the 
remainder to Chicago. The requirements of 
the large customs peyments meantime con- 
tinues: to drain funds from the New York 
banks into the eub-treasurr, the balance of 
receipts by that inetitution at the expense 
af the market having amounted already 
last Friday to $1,681,000. The comparative 
quiet in the money market ig therefore due 
rather to actual present relief rather than 
to a sentiment of greater assurance for the 
future.

FOR SAN PEDRO. 
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SEASIDE COMPANY'S OFFER 
VORED BY CITY COUNCIL.

Citizens not Altogether Pleased, as 
Idea of Municipal Ownership Seems 
to Be Abandoned—Satisfactory Plast, 
Fifty Years Franchise. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 17.—After sev- 
eral months’ discussion of the water 
question, the appointment of tro com- 
mittees to investigate water-bearing 
lands with a view to municipal owner- 
ship and numerous propositions from 
outside corporations, the Boerd of Trus- 
tees last night instructed the City At- 
torney to confer with the Seaside Wa- 
ter Company and formulate a fifty-year 
franchise for the construction and 
maintenance of a new and complete 
waterworks system, to be owned and 
operated by the Seaside company. In 
consideration of the franchise privi- 
lege that company is to allow the city 
of Fan Pedro 2 per cent. of the gross 
income from the sale of water after 
five years. 

When it was learned yesterday that 
the Geaside Company would present 
the city an offer to improve their pres- 
ent system and furnish San Pedro with 
an adequate supply of good water, res- 
idents gathered on the street corners, 
engaged in heated arguments, and 
finally filled) the Council chamber to 
its doors. After the regular routine 
business of the City Fathers had been 
finished O. K. Parker of Los Angeles 
appeared and handed the clerk a com- 
munication from the Seaside Water 
Company, which read as follows: 

To the Mayor and Council of the city 
of fan Pedro: On condition that your 
honorable body grant our corporation 
a franchise for fifty years (you to get 
2 per cent. of the gross income from 
male of water after five years,) we will 
agree to supply vou with sufficient

to supply all parts of your city. 

[Signed] SEASIDE WATER CO. 

Mr. Parker then offered another com- 
munication, bearing the signatures of 
the Seaside Company and its president, 
Charles R. Drake, which outlines 
clearly the proposals of that corpora- 
tion toward the construction of a new 
| Waterworks system in this city. Follow- 
ing is the text of the letter: 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 16, 1902. 
of 


| The Honorable, the City Council 
San Fedro: in consideration of the 
franchise privileges requested by the 
Seaside Water Company from the mu- 
nicipality of San Fedro, this corpora- 
— agrees to perform the following 
acts: 

They will sink wells in a locality 
northerly from Wilmington, where the 
water supply has been proven to be 
Satisfactory in quality and abundant 
in quantity for a municipal supply. 
This water is pronounced sanitary by 
one of the best scientific authorities in 
the State. 

When these new wells have beeh 
ity of the water and its quantity, and 
in case they are satisfactory in both 
these respects the pumping station 
will be installed, 

There is every reason to believe that 
this locality vill be entirely satisfac- 
tory. Absolute results, however, could 
only be obtained by actually sinking 
the wells, which will be done. In case 
the supply is not satisfactory a new 
_source will have to be sought. The 
analyss of the water of this locality 
is attached as an exhibit to this report. 

The pumps will be of the most mod- 
ern make; entirely in duplicate to 
guard against break-downs; and suf- 
ficient in sige to more than supply the 
present demands cf your city in order 
to provide for its growth. 

‘ihe water will be raised to a reser- 
voir site, the elevation of which will 
be 150 feet or more above sea level. 
This reservoir will have a capacity 
sufficient to supply your town for two 
days without additional water from 
the pumps, thus insuring a continuity 
of tne service in your city, both for 
domestic use and for fire protection, 
and produce a condition which would 
largely reduce your insurance rates. 
This reservoir will give a pressure of 
140 feet in the business portion of your 
town, and give a very substantia) fire 
Pressure during periods of maximum 
domestic sonsumption, when two fire 
streams in addition are drawing water 
from the mains in case of fire. 

The reservoir will be located within 
a mile and a half of the city of San 
Pedro. and wiil be connected therewith 
by a i2-inch main, running as far 
south as Tenth street. The elevation 
of the reservoir will be sufficient to 
give good domestic service throughout 
ali portions of your city tract, in the 
business portion of the town. and on 
the hills. The elevation of this reser- 
voir its sixty-nine feet above the 
ground elevation of your present wa- 
ter tank. 

The distribution supply of the city 
will be improved. In short. the Sea- 
side Water Company proposes under 
the conditiens stated above to obtain 
a new and adequate water supply. and 
furnish it to the city through a new 
and modern system of pumps and 
distribution mains.

LONG BEACH, Sept. 17.— 
The town was thrown into a 
flurry of excitement this 
morning by the report that 
the Pacific Electric people 
had begun the construction 
of a line to Santa Ana. It ap- 
pears that they had been busy 
through the night getting 
material on the ground, and 
early this morning a large 
force of men commenced lay- 
ing track from the city limits 
east. They seized the old 
grade claimed by the South 
ern Pacific running from the 
end of its tracks to Alamitos 
Bay, on which to place their 
rails,and this is said to be 
the reason for the early start. 
It ie claimed that the rights 
of the Southern Pacific ex- 
pired by time limitation at 
midnight last night, and the 
Pacific Electric lost no time 
in taking advantage of that 
fact, As nearly as can be 
learned here the plan is 
to follow this old grade down 
to the bay and then go down 
the coast.

L. Taylor, who has made a care- 
ful examination of the country, is_now 
im the city, and has about arranged for 
the shipping of machinery this week. 

The petroleum possibilities of this 
gection have for some time been a 
matter of comment. Several years ago 
an expert visited the ranch, and, at 
that time, exp the opinion that 
the ‘ts of finding oll were ex- 
celient. At another time, oil was dis- 
covered seeping from the walls of a 
fitty-foot tunnel sent into the side of 
the hill. - 

It is believed that the general trend 
of the formation is northeast and 
southwest, and good oll indications 
have been found in both Coconino and 
Navajo counties. In the neighborhood 
of Tucker ranch, where the first well 
is to be Grilled, nearly sixteen thou- 

nd acres have been located. Oil, it

MINE PROVES VALUABLE. 
— 


SONORA PROPERTY. 
Reported Discovery of Iron Deposit in 
Sonora—Copper Puzzle of Grand Can- 
yon Mining District—Deal Brewing in 
Randsburg—Arizona Siftings. 


— 


Negotiations are now pending for the 
purchase of a valuable gold-copper de- 
— in Sonora, Mex., by local capi- 
al. 

J. F. Grossbeck of Sonora, now in 
the city, is engineering the deal, and 
expects to transfer the property, sit- 
uated about twenty miles east of Van- 
dana, to a syndicate backed with am- 
ple funds to carry on development. 
have already 
agreed to buy if the development work 
now ip progress proves the permanent 
character of the vein. 

The workings consist of a shaft, 
sunk to a depth af ninety feet. In 
this a three-foot vein of ore has been 
opened up that carries 30 per cent. of 
copper, and 320 in gold to the ton. 
Workmen are now engaged in cross- 
cutting the ledge, and have a large 
amount of good shipping ore on the 
dump. 

About five miles east of this camp, 
an immense deposit of iron ore was 
recently discovered, and it is reported 
that a Pittsburgh syndicate has se- 
cured control of the choice claims. The 
company has a big scheme on foot, 
including the erection of a large smel- 
ter, and the construction of a railroad 
into the field. Representatives of the 
concern are now in the East, and ex- 
pect to interest capital s0 that the 
original plans can be carried out. 

GRAND CANYON COPPER CAMP. 

Renewed activity is reported in the 
Grand Cafion copper district, north of 
Williams, Aris, where the Anita Min- 
ing Company is testing a new process 
for the treatment of copper car- 
bonates. It is stated that entire suc- 
cess is attending the experiment, and 
that a large amount of machinery will 
be installed very soon. 

This district was the first exploited 
by Capt. W. O. O'Neill, who organized 
the Anita company, as well as the 
corporation that constructed the raf

Experts that have examined the field 
believe that eventually within the 
district will be uncovered the mother 
lode from whence comes the mysteri- 
ous copper deposits, which, perhaps a 
half a mile wide extend away south- 
ward from the cafion, a distance of 
twelve miles. The workings are mainly 
superficial, the deepest shaft being 
only 200 feet. 

DEAL BREWING AT RANDSBURG. 

There is rumor of a mining deal on 
the tapts, which will involve some of 
the principal properties of the Rands- 
burg district. The Miner of that 
place states that K. P. Sticker and 
John Ferguson of New York have been 
in the camp for some time past with 
a view of acquiring valuable holdings 
there. It is understood that they 
have made a proposition to the Con- 
solidate Mining Company of this city 
now operating the Butte Lode prop- 
erty. 

The Griffith Bros. of this city have 
a lease on the Argus Butte mines in 
Willison Cafion, in the Argus locality, and 
are making excellent headway in the 
development of this property. They 
have put up a wire tramway 700 feet 
long right up to the mountain, and 
carry the ore direct to the mill. 
are getting out some good ore, al- 
though it is not free-milling, and is 
hard te handle, they are well satisfied 
with the result. 

The concentrates are being shipped 
to Selby. 


ARIZONA’S CAMPS. 
ACTIVITY AROUND PRESCOTT. 
(SPECIAL. CORRESTONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 
PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Sept. 16.—J. FE. 
Bark and E. Jones of Phoenix, Aris. 
report the discovery of a ledge of al- 
met pure maganese about six feet in 
width. It is situated not far from Riv- 
erside, almost immediately on the line 
of the Phoenix and Eastern Railroad. 
They aver that they have thousands 
of tons of the mineral, which is mainly 
used in the manufacture of steel. It 
is quoted as being worth something 

over $20 a ton. 

George F. McFall of Phoenix has 
located some claims eight miles 
northeast of Phoenix that he believes 
will prove one of the greatest COpper 
mines in the Southwest. He exhibits 
sampligs of chalco-pyritic and glance 
ore that run up to & per cent. in cop- 
per, with heavy values in gold and 
silver as well. These values are found 
in- several stringers within a great 
dyke, about 100 feet wide.

Jeorge H. Treadwell of New York, 
purchased, for $7000 of Sani F. Webb, 
the Relief mine, a gold property lying 
forty miles north of Phoenix.
